This ia the nrst time this session that 
Mr. Brodeur's wunia nave had tho 
lloor, ami the opposition took udvun- 
tuge of tile Euct 10 air several grlev- 
uiii.es against the minister. 

The urst topic under discussion was 
the mulling ot trculles. Mr. Uroduur 
contended thut it was nut necessary 
to 00115)1111 parliament in regard to the 
recent fisheries treaty, the treaty- 
making powers bulng vested In Hie 
King. Under the treaty, the regula- 
tions adopted by the commissioners 
were to be the llnal ones, and would 
not be subject to any change by par- 
liament. Parliament need not enforce 
the regulations, but this would be " 
breach of national honor. • 

.Mr. Taylor pointed out that Mr. 
Brodeur had boasted that Canada was 
u nation and was making her own 
treaties, yet this treaty had been made 
by Knglund and the United States, and 
Canada had not had a linger in the pie. 
To this Mr. Brodeur replied that it 
had been negotiated with 'the know- 
ledge and consent of the government, 
which was responsible to parliament. 
Mr. Brodeur had not made much pro- 
gress when tlie House adjourned at 
six o'clock. Tomorrow he will again 
be under fire, the Cassels report being 
up for discussion. 

.Mr. Fielding announced that tho 
budget speech would not be delivered 
before Faster. 

Mr. Pugsley read to the House H 
letter ho hud tent to his olllcers in 
regard to the ' purchase of supplies. 
They were cautioned to use the great- 
est care in seeing that the loweet 
prices were secured, not to accept 
gifts or favors of any kind at the 
hands of the contractors or merchants 
having dealings with the department, 
and further that should anything of 
the kind come to their attention It was 
their duty to report It at once to tho 
minister or deputy minister in order 
that an investigation might be held. 

Mr. Lemieux gave notice of an In- 
crease in the salaries of postofiice 
employees. Letter carriers messen- 
gers, porters mall transfer agents and 
box collectors in grade A are to get 
$1.75 per day; grade B, $2 per day; 
grade C, J2.25 per day; grade D, $2.50 
per day; grade E, $2.75 per day. 
Fourth class clerks on appointment 
are to be paid $500 per year, with an 
annual increase of ?1II0 per year up to 
$700. The salary of any fourth class 
clerk now under $500 Is to be raised 
to that figure. 

The Senate today discussed tho 
Lancaster level crossings bill. Not 
much headway was made. Senator 
Belrjue explained the amendments 
made the other day. The original bill 
limited trains to ten miles an hour 
over level crossings in large centres, 
and the amendment left the question 
of speed to the companies and de- 
clared tlie question of safety should 
not be left to be determined after an 
accident, but by tlie railway commis- 
sion at once. Tho debate was ad- 
journed.

Toronto, March 31, — The advantages 
of tho Hudson's Bay route via Fort 
Churchill from n military point of view 
were discussed last night at the Cana- 
dian military institute by J. W. Tyr- 
rell, the well known explorer of the 
sub-Arctics of Canada, who Is a lieut- 
enant in the corps of guides. Such a 
route would be of inestimable advant- 
age in case Britain were involved In 
war, supplying, as it would, a direct 
means of communication by which 
grain could bo shipped from Canada to 
Britain when the St. Lawronco route 
might be Interrupted. Then should the 
southern boundary of Canada be In- 
vaded, troops from Britain could be 
landed at Port Churchill Independently 
of the St. Lawrence or any other route.

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Enunciates Policy In Speech at 
Provincial Rights 
Banquet 

Reginu, Saslc, March 31.— In the 
course of a long speech on provincial 
questions at a provincial; rights ban- 
quet at Nokomls, Mr. ,1-ia.uItuln made 
an important statement tin the elevator 
question. 

Ho pointed out that up to the end of 
the last session of the legislative as- 
sembly he and his irte'r.-'.s in tho house 
had 'not thought it J!u»ds.ibl0- to 'do 
more than force tho question on . the 
consideration of the government. Their 
motion requiring tlie government of 
Saskatchewan to enquire into tlie 
question of government elevators and 
report to the house was voted down 
by the government on the plea, that 
negotiations. were then pending with 
the grain growers' association. Speak- 
ing on the subject during the debate 
on that occasion, he had expressed 
himself as strongly In sympathy with 
the demands of the grain growers, and 
more than ready to De convinced of 
the feasibility of their proposed plan. 
The negotiations for some reason had 
been delayed, and It was not until 
after the oloso of the late session that 
the answer of the premiers of tho 
three provinces was made public. That 
answer was in his opinion entirely 
unsatisfactory, and altogether evaded 
the real question. 

He 'was new free to take definite 
ground without the fear of Interfering 
with any negotiations. 

He was in favor of the government 
taking some steps for the establish- 
ment of fully equipped elevators at 
competing points, so as to provide 
proper facilities for cleaning, storing 
and shipping grain. The establish- 
ment at any point of a government 
elevator of sufficient capacity which 
would furnish facilities for cleaning 
and shipping the actual wheat of the 
shipper would very soon force all 
other elevators at that point to come 
up to the government standard. The 
capacity to be supplied by the govern- 
ment and the points at which eleva- 
tors should be established were a mat- 
ter of detail which could be easily 
settled if the, general policy were 
adopted. His own opinion was that a 
resolute policy on the part of the gov- 
ernment, followed up by practical ac- 
tion at a comparatively few points, 
would soon force the elevator owners 
to supply equal facilities. 

In any event he was prepared to ad- 
vocate such a policy without regard 
to tlie number of elevators Involved. 
It would, in his opinion, have to be 
carried out by an independent com- 
missioner, who ought to be able to 
look for tlie active co-operation and 
assistance of tlie grain growers' or- 
ganizations. The government would 
not be looking for large dividends, 
ami there was no reason to suppose 
that with an elevator system such as 
had been described, tile growers would 
object to reasonable charges If they 
secured reasonable treatment. The 
advantages of the system were mani- 
fest. Cleaning apparatus would do 
away with tin, dockage system and 
give the farmer his own screenings. 
The government would not be In the 
grain business, so there would bo no 
question of grades. A proper comple- 
ment of bins would preserve the iden- 
tity of grain and would enable the 
farmer to obtain tho actual value of 
his grain by selling on sample in tho 
open market. There were necessarily 
a great many miners of detail which 
would have to be worked out, but ho 
was convinced that such a policy was 
feasible and was undoubtedly neces- 
sary. This was a matter of such su- 
preme importance to the grain Indus- 
try or the country that It should be 
considered Independently of party divi- 
sions, and he was prepared not only 
to urge its consideration by tho gov- 
ernment but to lend them every as- 
sistance for framing some measure 
that would adequately meet the neces- 
sities of the case.

ALL TRAINS ARE GROW DEO 



Extra Men Required In Western 
Offices of Immigration 
Department 



Winnipeg, March 31. — Whatever the 
number of Immigrants from Europe to 
Western Canadu may be this year, It 
is confidently predicted that the move- 
ment from tho United States will beat 
all records. Certain enthusiastic land 
men In Saskatchewan and Alberta who 
were Jn the city today spoke of one 
hundred thousand Americans as the 
probable number who would cross the 
boundary line with ■ their effects as 
land buyers during the fiscal year. 

These men state that the competi- 
tion for settlers from the States of 
the southwest Is much less keen than 
was there two years ago, and that 
Texas and similar states cannot offer 
inducements at all to be compared 
with those of Canada. 

That the movement will be excep- 
tionally large this year is shown by 
the present Influx on all tho lines 
running Into the prairie provinces from 
the south. Trains In two sections arc 
the rule on the Soo line running Into 
Moose Jaw, and all tho trains carry 
large numbers of Americans from the 
states of the central west. Special 
settlers' trains, with large numbers of 
cars loaded with effects, are also be- 
ing operated, and the amount of ma- 
terial wealth being brought Into tho 
eomitry amounts to millions monthly. 

Tho movement from tho south Is al- 
ready so largo that the regular offi- 
cers of the Dominion dopurtment of 
immigration have been unable to per- 
form the duties required, und extra 
men have been put on both at North 
Portal and at Emerson. J. Bruce 
Walker, commissioner of immigration, 
this morning stated that tho reports 
already made to the government 
showed that twice- as marryr Ameri- 
cans hnd entered the country so far 
this season as In tho corresponding 
period of last year, Tho estimate that 
the Immigration from the United 
States this year would reach 70,000 
appears to bo quite conservative and it 
is considered possible that the num- 
ber may run to 100,000. 

Two special trains with Immigrants 
from Europe will arrive in the city 
tonight, one a>t 10 p. m. and the other 
at 11.40 p. m. On these trains there 
are several hundred travelers from 
across the sea. A heavy train with 
homeseekers from Ontario will arrlvo 
in the city tomorrow afternoon.

Gotch and Hack. 

Chicago, March 31. — Frank Gotch, 
champion wrestling mun of tho world, 
announced today that he had signed 
articles to meet George Hacken- 
Bchmldt In January next in Melbourne, 
Australia. Gotch says that ho has ac- 
cepted an offer of $13,000, win, loose, 
or draw. 



Presbyterian Church Work. 

Toronto, March 31. — At a meeting 
this morning of representatives of 
brotherhoods and other men's societies 
und organizations of the Presbyterian 
church in Canada, it was decided that 
it would be in the Interest of tho 
church and Its work If all should be 
affiliated with one central body, while 
retaining their autonomy. A resolution 
to this effect was passed, and a meet- 
Hi g will be held later in the week to 
tuke final action. 



Ice Bridge Broken. 

Montreal, March 31.— The govern- 
ment Ice-breaker Montcalth, which has 
been working at the Cap Rouge ice 
bridge since the eighth of February, 
succeeded in breaking her way through 
yesterday, and the bridge will be on 
its way down stream with the next 
tide. As a result It is expected that 
tho opening of navigation at Montreal 
this spring will be one of the earliest 
On record, the opening generally being 
delayed on account of tho ice bridge 
holding at this point.

IN EMPIRE DEFENCE 



London Papers Praise Cana- 
dian Policy — Australian 
Premier's Conclusions 



Canadian Companies. 
London, March .11. — There is £61,- 
lfiO five per cent, mortgage debenture 
stock of the British Columbia Develop- 
ment asoclatlon offered for sale. The 
Canadian Northern Prairie Lands com- 
pany has declared a dividend of 10 per 
cent. At the meeting of the Canada 
company today the chairman stated 
that the company now possessed 111,- 
■131 acres of the 2,500,000 acres original- 
ly obtained, and had paid 28 shillings 
a share last year. 



London, March 31. — The Canadian 
naval policy meets with unanimous 
support in the press. Tho Morning 
Post thinks it a great opportunity for 
Imperial statesmanship. The Standard 
says Sir Wilfrid Laurier was not ad- 
dressing his words to Ottawa, nor 
even to London, but to other capitals, 
where, perhups they will be more novel 
and less welcome. The Mall says, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier's words will not be 
forgotten. The Daily Graphic says 
that from a purely strategical view- 
point, the line adopted by New Zea- 
land Is doubtless most desirable, but 
political considerations lean heavily on 
the side to which Canada and the Com- 
monwealth are definitely committed. 
The Express says the debate was a 
splendid sign of Canada's awakening 
to her responsibilities 

Lord Strathcona, speaking of the 
opening of the Victorian offices, said 
he could not say that Canada was 
ready at the present moment to make 
an offer of Dreadnoughts, but she 
would not be found wanting when it 
was necessnry to support or strengthen 
the defences of the mother country. 

Melbourne, .March 31. — Premier Fish- 
er, speaking to the question of de- 
fence, said the purely voluntary sys- 
tem of defence had absolutely broken 
down, and the government felt the 
time had arrived to Institute some 
form of compulsory training, commenc- 
ing with boys of ten and ending at 
twenty. In addition to three torpedo 
destroyers of tho river type already 
ordered, It was proposed in three years' 
time four ocean-going destroyers and 
sixteen more of the river class. If it 
were possible to build these vessels In 
Australia this would give the Mother- 
land the help she had a right to ex- 
pect from her wealthy and progressive 
son. 

Mr. Fisher added: "When I was 
asked to offer a Dreadnought, I sakj 
that was not a policy, It was merely a 
spectacular display, and probably the 
admiralty would say they did not need 
a ship for this year's programme." 



Amending Lemieux Act, 

Ottawa, March 31. — Claude Macdon- 
nell, M. P., for South Toronto, has In- 
troduced a bill to amend the Indus- 
trial disputes act. The object of the 
bill Is to put employees In the same 
position as employer In making appli- 
cation for a conciliation board. Under 
the act as It stands today employees 
have to call a meeting and secure au- 
thorization. This bill makes it un- 
necessary to do this. The second ob- 
ject of the bill Is to increase the re- 
muneration of members of boards from 
$15 to ?2G pit day, 



GATHERING TO HELP 
MISSIONARY CAUSE 

Canadian National Congress at 
Toronto Has Large At- 
tendance 



Toronto, March 31.— Four thousand 
delegates are in attendance at the 
Canadian National Missionary con- 
gress, which was opened in the St. 
James cathedral schoolhouse this 
morning. N. W. Rowell, X.C., presided 
at the opening mooting, the devotional 
exercises being. conducted by, the, Rev. 
TTtfgh "Pedley; of 'Montreal. 

Robert E. Spoer, of New York, wns 
the ' first speaker, and- his topic was, 
"Tho Great Commission." A nation, he 
said, might bo rallied to war for prido 
and patriotism for a. couple of genera- 
tions, but a war for twenty centuries 
could only be carried on for a great and 
living principle. 

Principal Gaudier, of Knox college, 
emphasized the fact that each member 
of the church should take up his share 
of building up the whole congregation 
to perfect manhood. The minister 
should not be afraid to ask his con- 
gregation for money. The average 
member was not fitted for evangeliza- 
tion, but with his money he might help 
support a missionary who was. 

J. Campbell White, of New York, 
general secretary of the Laymen's 
Missionary Movement, also spoke. The 
Held of foreign missions illustrated the 
highest force of unselfishness In the 
world and tested the vitality of the 
church. Tho Laymen's Missionary 
Movement was the most remarkable 
movement in the Christian church since 
apostolic days. Missions gave every 
man a chance to put his money into 
something better. 

At tonight's meeting an address of 
welcome was delivered by Lieutenant- 
Governor Gibson, and addresses of 
greeting came from the different 
churches of the city. 

The enthusiasm being shown at this 
gathering exceeds all expectations. It 
•had been expected that something like 
3,000 delegates would attend, but spe- 
cial trains from east and west today 
brought so many delegates into the city 
that 4,000 are in attendance. There Is 
a considerable sprinkling of prominent 
men from tho United States and other 
countries. Including Sir Andrew Eraser, 
former lieutenant-governor of Bengal. 
Many missionaries are also present in 
charge of striking mission exhibits. 



COAL MINERS' VOTE. 



New Schedule in Crows' Nest Pass 
Company's Mines Is Approved 
By Unions, 



Pernle, March 31. — The mines were 
Idle here from Friday until yesterday, 
while the miners were discussing the 
new agreement with the Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal company. There was much 
discussion hero over numbers 1 and 9 
mines. Tho balloting resulted in large 
majorities for the new agreement at 
Ferule, Michel and Carbonado. 

The district ofllclals signed up the 
new agreement yesterday for two years. 
It is understood that the price list for 
the above two mines will be fixed later. 
The agreement Is practically the same 
as the old one. Prices are the same, 
but the miners get better conditions In 
working 'the coal, which Is claimed In 
somo places amount to 10 or 15 per 
cent, advanco. 

General satisfaction is felt here 
amongst the trades people, who will 
now proceed with building operations. 
A largo number of men did not vote, 
some not being In the union. Develop- 
ment work will proceed rapidly and It 
Is expected that a few hundred men 
will be put on shortly. 

J. D. Hurd, general manager, has 
given out that his companv Intend to 
raise eight thousand tons of coal a day 
hero In the near future and build one 
thousand additional coke ovens. The 
Intention of the management Is to open 
No. 3 mine. here.

French Exporters Fear That- 
'Their Business Will i Be 
Seriously Injured / 



RETALIATION 



IS WANTED 



Germans Affronted by State- 
ments as to Wages in 
Their Country 



Paris, March' 31.— A delegation ot 
French merchants engaged in the ex- 
port business to the United States, 
headed by Andre Rayons, called upon 
Minister of Commerce Cruppl today, 
und demanded that the government 
take lmmediato s'teps to parry the in- 
jury thut the Payne tariff revision 
will inflict on the export trade of 
France. The delegation declared that 
a rilinut«3 examination of tins bill had 
caused a veritable panic among ex- 
porters. The duties to bo collected 
upon gloves, feathers and perfumes, 
ttiree articles produced particularly in 
France, haul been raised, and no spe- 
cial arrangement with regard to wines 
wus possiule. 

If France' refused to grunt her mini- 
mum rates, which was manifestly Im- 
possible under such conditions, the 
United States would be able to apply 
supplementary duties of from 20 to 
•10 per cent. Tho delegation said, also, 
that the proposal to impose ad valorem 
rates upon goods consigned to Ameri- 
ca would paralyze certain sections of 
the export trade, and they insisted that 
tho government take immediate ac- 
tion. 

M. Cruppl received them cordially, 
but he made no promises. 

Representatives of exporting houses 
held a meeting after the conference 
with M, Cruppl, at which the question, 
of uileged American discrimination waa 
discussed. ' M. Bergotte, an exporter, 
declared that a general boycott against 
French products was threatened in the 
United States, giving an example of. 
10 where. American -wor 
to. erect nor 



fused, to. erect Home iron wor 
In France, that had been orde 
Paris for tho residence of an Anjcrl-» 
can millionaire. 'When' French work- 
men were sent to perform this labor, 
the American workmen notified the 
architect that unless tho Frenchmen 
were withdrawn they would declare u 
boycott. More recently, according to 
this speaker, sixteen French export- 
ing houses that sent samples to San 
Francisco met with a complete boy- 
cott. 

Hugues Leroux, the French author, 
who visited the United States recent- 
ly, was among those present. He 
made an address in which he attri- 
buted much of the hostility to France 
in the United States to the influence 
of Irish unci German immigration, and 
he cited th,e case of the girl students 
of Calfornia university, who protested 
against the works of Dumas on the 
ground of their immorality. He said 
the misfortune of the situation was • 
that the Washington government was 
powerless to coerce the Individual 
states of the Union. 

Germans Also Protest. 

Berlin, March 31.— The United States 
tariff was the subject of a lively dis- 
cussion in the Reichstag today. Dur-' 
ing the course of the debate on the 
appropriation for the foreign minis- 
ter's salary, Gustavo Stressmann, Na- 
tional Liberal, opened with a protest 
against the alleged assertions made 
by American protectionists "during the 
preparation of the tariff bill, relative 
to wages and the protective measures 
existing in connection with the Gor- 
man woven goods trade. Ho said that 
the duty on these goods were to be 
raised 23 per cent, because American 
wages had Increased and the German 
wages had been reduced. He averred 
that these and other statements were 
entirely unfounded. 

Count Von Kanitz, Conservative, 
said that the provisional agreement of 
1907 with the United States was an 
achievement worthy of recognition. It 
was Intended to keep American duties 
within reasonable limits. According 
to its provisions, Americans wore 
obliged to accent the valuations of 
exports made by German chambers of 
commerce as proof. American manu- 
facturers, however, had become dis- 
contented, and he asserted that the 
agreement wus now Invalid, a provi- 
sion having been introduced in the 
revised American tariff bill which 
would virtually repeal tlie existing 
agreement, giving the United States 
the right to fix Its own valuation.

A CANADIAN NAVY 

What steps ought to be taken to 
form .a Canadian navy In. of course, a 
matter for experts to determine, and 
laymen can do very little more than 
suggest lines along which action 
might be taken, with the object of in- 
forming the government as to the ex- 
tent to which popular opinion will en- 
dorse expenditure In that direction. 
We think there ought to lie a full and 
frank public expression. The time 
Is ripe for action. There are doubtless 
differences of opinion as to what ought 
to be clone, that Is. If the half-formed 
views of Inexperienced persons can ho 
regarded as opinions, but there is very 
little doubt that any vigorous policy 
will meet with hearty popular appro- 
val. A Toronto business man writes 
that in that city "a very keen Interest 
is taken in a Canadian navy manned 
by Canadians." He adds "If the gov- 
ernment would undertake this they 
would no doubt have the support of all 
broadminded men throughout Canada. 
In Toronto the feeling is very strong 
for a Canadian navy, and I am sure 
the Atlantic and Pacific provinces 
would support the government should 
they undertake to build a Dread- 
nought or two." This, we think, very 
fairly represents the views of Cana- 
dians generally. They want to seo 
Canada represented on the seas; they 
want to see Canadian sailors in Cana- 
dian vessels ready to defend the Em- 
pire. The agitation of the last week 
or two lias demonstrated this in a 
manner which admits of no misunder- 
standing. 

What, then, shall we do'.' As we 
have said, the question is for experts 
to decide. There seems to be littlo 
doubt that the transfer by the British 
government to Canada of several ships 
now out of commission, but yet suffi- 
ciently effective to bo of use for de- 
fence purposes, would be the quickest 
method by which a beginning could be 
made. These ships could be got ready 
In a few months and the training of a 
Canadian naval militia and of a per- 
manent Canadian naval force could be 
begun with very little delay. To us it 
seems as if the tlrst requisite is train- 
ed men. Whether we are going to havo 
battleships, cruisers, torpedo boat des- 
troyers, torpedo boats or submarines, 
we must have the men— men experi- 
enced In navigation, men competent 
to shoot straight when afloat, men 
who know something of blue water 
tactics. To get such men wo must 
have ships, and there would probably 
be no difficulty whatever in getting the 
ships, it' tin' plan above mentioned 
were adopted. That the men would 
be forthcoming there is not much room 
for doubt. 'Pile old British love of the 
sea Is by no means extinct in the 
breast of young Canadians. In his 
Bpeech in the House of commons last 
Monday Sir Wilfrid Laurier thought it 
well to make especial reference to 
those whom lie called "his own fellow 
countrymen." meaning thereby the 
people of Quebec. We feel therefore 
no hesitation in saying that nothing 
would more strongly tend to the pro- 
motion of racial units- in Canada, 
nothing would have so potent an In- 
fluence in enlisting the hearty sym- 
pathy of til-' people of Quebec With the 

Imperial navy, as the intermingling of 
English-speaking and Ktench-sppaking 
Canadians upon the deck of a Cana- 
dian ship of war, and we do not be- 
lieve there are better sailors any- 
where than could be developed from 
among the descendants of the brave 

seafaring folk of thern Prance. 

There are throughout Canada scores of 
young fellows, sonic of them Canadian 
born, others natives of the United 
Kingdom, who would ask nothing bet- 
ter than a chance to enter the Cana- 
dian navy. We think the raw material 
lor the personnel of such a navy is 
ready at hand. 

Hero, then, is our suggestion, which 
iwe make as a contribution to tin- early 
solution of an admitted pressing ne- 
cessity: Canada should begin forth- 
with the training of men to man her 
navy, and the most readily available 
means of doing so is to secure, tem- 
porarily, at least, a sufficient number 
of ships of the Royal Navy, which aro 
not at present in commission. 



THE FINE ARTS 

The British Columbia Society or Fine 
Arts has been organized in Vancouver, 
with Earl Grey as Honorary President, 
IWe are very glad to see an effort made 
to encourage art in this Province, and 
the ladies and gentlemen who have 
the matter in hand, arc to be com- 
mended for their appreciation of tho 
necessity of something being done 
along that line. We are going to 
sviilte a tew criticisms, but wish It to 
be understood thai they ur& meant 
only to be kindly and with the flow of 



making the admirable work undertaken 
a complete success. 

As the Society has been organized 
in Vancouver, it is right that the head- 
quarters of it should be In that city, 
but as it is a British Columbia organ- 
ization it seems a pity that, with the 
exception of Hon. Richard McBride, 
there is no name on the list of "pa- 
trons" or officers who is not a resident 
of Vancouver. A British Columbia 
Society of Clue Arts ought, we think, 
to be based upon a broader founda- 
tion. Frankly we do not like the ex- 
pression "patrons" In connection with 
such an organization or in fact In con- 
nection with any sort of an organiza- 
tion, unless' It is something that Is 
purely social, In which case it may be 
useful sometimes to have patronesses. 
The idea of "patronage" is transplant- 
ed from England, where long usage 
has made the association of names of 
social leaders desirable [or the promo- 
tion of certain undertakings, but in 
tins democratic country it ought to 
have no place. If tile new organiza- 
tion is to be the success that It ought 
to he. it should have in addition to 
tho honorary president, If it Is thought 
desirable to have one, an acting presi- 
dent and a board of officers constitu- 
ting an executive committee. A Board 
of Patrons Is very much like the fifth 
wheel to a coach. 

We hope the members of the Society 
will take these observations in the 
spirit in which they are made. The 
Colonist has repeatedly expressed its 
opinion that the time is ripe for the 
development of British Columbia art 
In all lines, afld that the natural con- 
ditions of the province may be ex- 
pected to produce in time a distinct 
type of artists. We believe the first 
step in that direction is the formation 
of such an organization as has been 
inaugurated in Vancouver. But t\io 
organization in he a complete success 
ought to he representative of the 
whole province from the very outset 
and it ought nut to depend even to the 
slightest degree upon the "patronage" 
of a few ladies and gentlemen, how- 
ever well known they may be. I.et 
it stand upon its own merits. 

BRITISH INVESTMENTS. 



Doubtless pending the passage of the 
measure it would be unwise to conclude 
any agreements with foreign powers 
which might have to be varied be- 
cause of the policy which the United 
States may adopt. We cannot afford 
to Ignore in our commercial arrange- 
ments the possibilities of business 
witli the eighty 'and more millions 
of people, who an: separated from us 
only by an imaginary line. We havo 
seen a statement in the Toronto News 
that it is proposed to provide in the 
new tariff that any preference which 
Canada may grant to tho Mother 
Country or of any parts of the Em- 
pire shall not deprive the Dominion of 
the benefit of the minimum schedule. 
The trade Interests of the United 
States In the Dominion are so groat 
that we would not be at all surprised 
if tins were to prove to be tin; case. 
We do not think the temper of tho 
Canadian people is such that they 
would abandon the British preference 
under pressure of a fiscal kind, and the 
Congressional leaders may be trusted 
to appreciate this very well. But it l» 
much too soon to say anything at alt 
definite as to the effect of the proposed 
tariff changes. It Is not yet even 
certain that there will be a maximum 
and minimum tariff.

This is it vast sum of money, but 
we are going to want fully as much 
more during the next ten years and 
perhaps even a larger amount. What 
amount of money belonging to the 
people rif the Mother Country is in- 
vested in the United States we have 
no means of knowing, but it must be 
very large. Neither can we form any 
estimate of the vast sums loa,ned by 
the suina people to Australia, and the 
other dependencies and to other for- 
eign nations. There is not and there 
never was anything at all comparable 
to the financial interests which Un- 
united Kingdom has all over the 
world. 

Oddly enough as it may sound, It 
Is this vast Indebtedness of foreign 
countries of the United Kingdom, 
which has built up that nation. Only 
a comparatively small part of these 
enormous loans ever left the shores of 
Britain In actual cash. They were rep- 
resented by exports of manufactured 
goods. Britain has become the world's 
greatest creditor because she lias for so 
long been the world's greatest manu- 
facturer. She lias drawn upon every 
land In the world for raw materials 
and manufactured them Into necessary 
commodities. Then when other parts 
of the world wanted money and came 
to London to borrow it, loans were 
made, bu\ In tic vast majority id' 
cases ' what ■ the borrowing country 
gut was goods- made by the labor of 
the British people, -out • of raw mater- 
ials brought hi' from abroad or dug 
out of the earth at home, it is all a 
very Intricate- and • wonderful system, 
aind as yet no political economist has 
been aide to analyze it fully. It Il- 
lustrates the exceedingly Intricate 
nature of (hi- tariff problem, • which 
those people who are not palled to 
solve It. can settle in live minutes. 
Recently Punch has had some amus- 
ing cartoons Illustrating Mr. Balfour's 
embarrassment over the tariff issue. 
Very groat Impatience has been ex- 
pressed by sonic enthusiastic tariff 
reformers because the Conservative 
leader bus not. come forward with e:<- 
plleh declurations of policy. The ex- 
planation probably Is that, a« .Mr. 
Balfour realizes, if there is to he a 
change in the liscal policy id' the 
United Kingdom, lie will have to ac- 
cepl the responsibility for It, he is 
in no great hurry to commit, himself 
any further limn is absolutely neces- 
sary. He appreciates some of the 
dlfticultles to be laced, for In- doubt- 
less has examined below the surface' 
of things and he is not a man to 
be misled by well turned phrases. 

TOO SOON TO SAY. 

Some contemporaries are already 
speculating upon whaf the Dominion 
government will have to do in view of 
the proposed changes in the United 
States tariff. We are told that there 
will not be the slightest use In making 
any commercial arrangement with 
France and Germany because It would 
be unwise to sacrifice the advantages 
(0' the proposed minimum tariff of our 
neighbor country lor any advantages 
thai might follow from ' Improved 
trade arrangements with any European 
countries. It seems very much loo 
soon io say anything upon this point 
except to direct attention to the pos- 
sibility of its arising. Wo do not 
know just in what shape the tariff bill 
now beforo congress will become law. 



Everyone will hope that Hon. Mr. 
Bowser may return improved in health 
as a result of bis contemplated tour. 
Mr. Bowser is one of the most hard- 
working members of the government 
and well deserves a holiday. 



There are perhaps several hundred 
dally newspapers in Canada a«d all of 
them hold different opinions about tho 
effect on the- Dominion of the new 
United Stales tariff.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



The Stirling case and the death of 
Lord Robertsbn have, says the London 
Globe, brought before the Rnglish pub- 
lic some of the curiosities of Scots 
law, the Lord Advocate being perhaps 
the most important personage. The 
Lord Advocate, or King's Advocate, is 
the chief law officer of the Crown and 
he holds office only as long as the po- 
litical party to which he Is allied is 
in power. Next to him is the Solici- 
tor-General. Another legal dignitary 
of the highest standing whose name 
has not come before the public at the 
present Juncture is the Dean of Facul- 
ty. The present occupant of this 
exalted position is the late Lord Ad- 
vocate, Mr. Scott Dickson. The Dean 
of Faculty is the President of the 
Scottish Bar, and is elected by tho 
members of the Faculty of Advocates, 
Students of Burns will recall two 
pieces in which the Dean figures. So- 
licitors are also to be found in Scot- 
land, and there are several grades. 
The highest is a writer to the Signet. 
To become a member of the Society 
of Writers to the Signet a man must 
have served his articles with a mem- 
ber of that body. The requirements 
In every way are more severe than in 
the other branches of the profession, 
both concerning general and legal 
knowledge, but the privileges, If we 
eliminate status, are few. As far as 
the present writer knows, the only ad- 
vantage a writer to the Signet pos- 
sesses is that he can draw his sum- 
mons and get it signetted without the 
Intervention of anrther party. Nut ao 
a solicitor before t'.ie Supreme Court, 
S.S.C.; he must get his summons 
signed by the W.S., as the Writer to 
tile Signet is termed. A few very old 
firms of Writers to the Signet — two, 
wo believe — still use the old designa- 
tion of C.S., or clerks to the Signet. 
There is a third grade of the profes- 
sion — solicitors who, having served 
their articles, are allowed t.o practice 
on passing the examination pre- 
scribed by the late Lord Young's act. 
The Aberdeen Advocate must be no- 
ticed. Ho is a solicitor pure and sim- 
ple, but belongs to the Aberdeen So- 
ciety of Advocates. 

Tho Scottish Courts are known as 
the Court of Session at Edinburgh. The 
court consists of two houses, the Outer 
and the inner house. Five Lords Or- 
dinary hcfld courts In the outer house, 
and from them decisions on appeal lie 
to the Inner house, whence it is com- 
petent to appeal further to the House 
of Lords. The, head of the Judiciary is 
termed the Lord President of the 
Court of Session, or Lord Justice- 
General of Scotland, and the Vice- 
President is known as the Lord Jus- 
tice Clerk. These courts deal with 
civil matters. Circuit courts are held 
in tho provinces, and there is in Ed- 
inburgh the High Court of Judici- 
ary, which tries grave offences in 
Mid-Lothian and elsewhere, and hears 
criminal appeals from the provinces. 
The Judges are selected from the Fa- 
culty of Advocates, but tradition as- 
cribes to a Writer to the Signet of cer- 
tain standing the right of applying for 
a vacant Judgeship. But this right is 
Jiot exercised. The sheriff i s a prom- 
inent legal dignitary. The sheriff pro- 
per receives his appointment general- 
ly on political grounds, but it goes 
without saying that he is a lawyer of 
high standing. It is often a stepping- 
stone to a Judgeship. With the excep- 
tion of the sheriff of Lanarkshire, all 
the sheriffs practice at the bar at 
Edinburgh, and the duties of the sher- 
iff are discharged by deputy, who is 
known as the sheriff-substitute. From 
a decision of the sheriff- substitute an 
appeal lies in the first instance to the 
sheriff. The singular -point is that the 
sheriff-substitute withdraws from 
practice, but the sheriff -principal con- 
tinues to hold briefs. Sometimes a 
sheriff-substitute becomes sheriff, but 
not often. The late Mr. Comrle Thom- 
son, who figured prominently In the 
Ardlamont trial, is a case in point, ho 
being promoted from substitute to 
principal, and, after having left the 
bar for some years, resuming practice 
with that success that marked the 
close of the shooting case above men- 
tioned. Tile sheriff's duties are 
roughly speaking, a combination of 
those of recorder and county court 
Judge. 2 

The Empress Marie of Russia, who 
has come on a visit to the Queen her 
sister, has had a lifetime of tragic ex- 
periences. The Tsarevltch Nicholas 
whom, as Princess Dagmar, she was' 
1o have married, died at Nice In bis 
twenty-first year In the April of lSGIi 
On his deathbed he arranged the sub- 
sequent marriage of the Princess and 
Ills brother Alexander, who became the 
heir of the Russian throne, and who 
was put upon it by the tragic ending 
of his father, the second Alexander in 
1881. Alexander III. and his oinprcds 
were to have the terrible experience of 
Borkl, and his premature death left a 
widow at LIvadla. 

.Mr. Thomas Wakley, L.R.C.P., editor 
and proprietor of the Lancet, who has 
died, was, says the Pall Mall Gazetto, 
a descendant of Thomas Wakley I. the 
founder of the paper In 1823. The' lat- 
ter, ;is n medical reformer, led a pretty 
strenuous career with it, though he is 
best remembered perhaps as coroner 
for West .Middlesex. Among the queer 
stories that used to bo told of him was 
the legend that he' was the masked 
man in the sailor's dress who decapi- 
tated Thlstlewood's dead body in ac- 
cordance with the sentence. He died 
in 1862, ami his son James succeeded 
him as Wakley II. On James Wakley's 
death in ISSli, his brother, Thomas 
Henry, and his son, Thomas, became 
co-editors. The elder, survivors of 
that generation tell you, was a very 
striking Park equestrian.

BRITISH OPINION 



London Times:— It is clearly under- 
stood by free-traders nowadays that 
they are very much on the defensive. 
That is evident from the meeting held 
In the Queen's hall, at which the prime 
minister. Immersed as he is in the af- 
fairs of the state, was tho principal 
speaker. It is also shown by a similar 
meeting organized the other day in 
Manchester, and by many minor man- 
ifestations. These things are all at- 
tempts to respond to the uneuslness 
inspired by the growing doubts of the 
electorate as to the adequacy of Cob- 
denism to deal with the conditions of 
the present day. No one on either 
side can bind himself to the steady 
rising of the tide that Is surely sap- 
ping the foundations of the sjstem 
now in force. At by-election after by- 
election tariff reform has been made 
the dominant Issue, and the residt Is 
always to show that confidence in free 
trade is rapidly disappearing. Busi- 
ness is languishing, and people are 
waiting with unusual apprehension for 
the budget, for no other reason than 
that they no longer believe thai, our 
financial needs can lie met under the 
existing fiscal system without resort 
to measures that will be bad for busi- 
ness. Mr. Asquith says that he and 
those who think with him are charged 
with repeating shibboleths and cling- 
ing to an outworn set of dogmas. Such 
things are no doubt said in the heat of 
controversy, but are free-traders quite 
the people to complain? Men still 
young can remember the time when 
any one who dared to hint a doubt of 
the supernal and eternal wisdom of 
free trade was called a fool or a knave; 
and when his voice was drowned by 
the shouting of imitative dogmatists. 
These great days are over, and Mr. 
Asquith only directs attention to the 
immense change in public opinion. The 
free-trader has lost his pride of place, 
his tones are chastened, and he pleads 
Tor that urbane toleration which was 
the last thing he thought of showing 
t.o his opponents in the day of his 
power. Mr. Asquith stands valiantly 
by his guns, and constructs his defence 
with the ability we expect so dis- 
tinguished an advocate to display. But 
that cannot alter the patent fact that 
free trade is on its defence, and that 
he Is reduced to apologetics. 

Mut Mr. Asquith is not merely the 
apologist of a fiscal creed, he Is also 
the man charged at this moment with 
the direction of our national destinies. 
In that character, and in view of the 
responsibilities resting upon him, ho 
ought not to have carried his apolo- 
gies so far as to repeat the stale 
paeans of a quarter of a century ago, 
by which everything we are and have 
Is credited to free trade alone. It is 
not free trade, but the energetic and 
continued efforts of a working popula- 
tion more Independent than that of 
other countries, which has given ua a 
higher standard with regard to hours 
of labor. It is not free trade, but in- 
vention and enterprise working In for- 
tunate circumstances, due to our In- 
sular position and our military efforts 
in the Peninsula, that gave us our 
great start in the industrial race. It 
Is not free trade, but the prowess of 
our navy, which swept the ocean bare 
of foreign shipping and made us the 
carriers of the world. Not free trade, 
but our dominant position at sea, both 
naval and commercial, together with 
the wealth brought by tranquil indus- 
try, and the native enterprise of the 
race, has built up the British empire. 
Wo had done these things or laid their 
foundations before free trade was 
heard or, and we should have gone on 
doing them — a little better as fiscal re- 
formers, say, or a little worse if Mr. 
Asquith will have it so— if we had had 
prevision enough to foresee that our 
start would not for ever suffice to 
maintain our position after the Intro- 
duction of new factors, such as foreign 
tariffs and foreign competition. But 
perhaps the most extraordinary of the 
claims put forth by Mr. Asquith on be- 
half of free trade is that It has shut 
out the illegitimate and sinister In- 
fluences of human selfishness. The 
doctrine of laisser falre, upon which 
free trade Is founded, and of which the 
free- trade theory Is a part, was per- 
haps the most cynical adoption of ut- 
ter and unregulated selfishness as tho 
sole rule of national life that tho world 
has ever seen. Under its sway every- 
thing disappeared except a mad strug- 
gle for the good things of life by un- 
limited competition. We have the re- 
coll today in Socialism, and in that 
profound distrust of the classes above 
them which makes our working men 
instinctively suspect everything that 
these classes advocate. For the last 
forty years our legislation has been 
mainly occupied in trying to undo the 
mischiefs wrought by a system that 
proclaimed men merely commodities to 
be used or rejected as the capitalist 
chose, and that allowed generations to 
grow up as best they could untaught 
and uncared for. 

Mr. Asquith is concerned about the. 
charge that capital is driven from the 
country by the present system. His 
defence is double— that It is not driven 
abroad to any extent worth naming, 
and that If it is so driven it is a very 
good thing. It Is not doubted that up- 
on the whole those who Invest capital 
abroad make a very good thing of it; 
and it Is very fortunate for us all that 
they do. Nor is it doubted that we 
have much fixed capital which cannot 
bo exported; nor does anybody sup- 
pose that we export In the shape of 
great masses of bullion. It is only 
part of the method of a clever pleader 
to bring In all these things. But our 
fixed capital is not of much use unless 
we have floating capital to work it, 
and If there Is no work for our mills 
the floating capital of the owners goes 
elsewhere and their fixed capital be- 
comes old Iron and useless sheds 
bringing no benefit cither to capitalist 
or workman If Mr Asquith thinks 
thai that does not matter no long as 
what remains of the floating capital 
goes to grow wheat or cotton In some 
British colony, will he accept the push- 
ing of ills principles a little further? 
What would it matter In that case 
though all our factories were closed 
and all our workmen Idle, so long as 
capitalists got interest abroad upon 
what money they might have saved 
from the wreck? Mr. Asquith, if he 
will pardon us for saying so, Is still so 
obsessed with ancient dogma that he 
cannot look at the matter from the 
point of view of employment at all. 
Ills theory assures him that every- 
thing we import Is paid for by British 
labor, and so long as we import he can- 
not believe that British labor is, un- 
employed. Yet the Board of Trade 
tells him in every Issue of Its statistics 
that wo have imports by the hundred 
millions, which as a hard matter of 
fact are not paid for by the proceeds 
of British labor, but by something else. 
Pushed home his argument would mean 
the division of the country into people! 
with Incomes earned abroad, and other 
people maintained out of these in- 
comes by taxation.

Arguments for and against the 
granting of the application of the Van- 
couver Power Company for leave to 
raise their dam at Coqultlam lake 
occupied all day yesterday again be- 
fore the executive. 

The matter was gone into very fully 
two weeks ago, when a full report of 
the arguments appeared In the Col- 
onist. At that time the hearing was 
adjourned In order that certain data 
might be obtained by Mr. Chipmun, 
the Toronto hydraulic engineer en- 
gaged by the city of New Westminster, 
which he desired before he felt that he 
could definitely formulate his opinion. 
Yesterday, however, practically the 
\yholo question was, gone into again, 
and all the old arguments once more 
threshed out. Shortly after live the 
conference broke up, Mr, Carter 
Cotton, president of the council, an- 
nouncing that the executive would 
take time to consider its decision, 
which it would communicate later to 
the parties interested. The Premier 
asked that certified copies of the plans 
be submitted to the government. 

The application is being strongly 
opposed by the city of New West- 
minster and Coqultlam municipality 
on two different grounds, for while 
New Westminster Is anxious to be as- 
sured that the new dam will be a 
safe one, still her chief pro-OCCUpation 
is the feat- that her water supply may 
bo Impaired. Coqultlam has no water 
system, but as a farming community 
the inhabitants use private wells, so 
her opposition is due to fears that the 
(dam may not be as safe as asserted 
by the engineers. J. R. Grant also 
advanced the general proposition on 
behalf of Coqultlam that the course 
suggested would make it impossible 
for Coqultlam and neighboring 
municipalities to get a water system 
should they so desire later on. Yes- 
terday Mr. Grant also asserted that 
the Vancouver Power Co. was so 
financed that all the money was put 
up by bondholders with only a nomin- 
al cash capital, the result being that 
In, the event of a catastrophe it would 
be impossible to realize any damages. 
He asked that if the government 
should grant the application some 
provision should be Imposed which 
would remove tills state of affairs. 
Applicants' Contention 
The Vancouver Power Company, a 
subsidiary concern of the B. C. Elec- 
trie was represented by L'. V. Bod- 
well, K.C., and also had a plentiful 
supply of engineers. Mr. Schuyler, 
their consulting engineer, was not 
present yesterday, but S. Bririkley, C. 
13., and A. Mel, Hawke, C.E., were 
there in their professional capacity. 
F. Powell, C.FJ., was present as a ex- 
pert adviser to the executive council 
and other engineers and experts of 
various kinds have figured in the pro- 
ceedings at various stages. 

The majority of tho expert engin- 
eering opinion appears to lean to the 
view that the dam can bo made safe, 
and that adequate" precautions have 
been taken, but on the question of 
affecting the quality of the New 
Westminster water supply there seems 
to be a distinct divergence of opinion. 
Yesterday Mr. Hughes, analyst, at- 
tached to tho provincial asylum at 
Coqultlam, gave the results of a num- 
ber of tests of New Westminster 
water, which appears to be of very 
high quality, and also expressed the 
opinion that it was not likely to bo 
rendered less wholesome by a certain 
amount of decaying vegetable matter. 
It was decaying animal matter which 
was so dangerous to health, and he 
read a lengthy paper on tho habits of 
bacterial pathogenic germs and other 
unfamiliar atoms which are alleged to 
frequent water. Tho net result of bis 
evidence was that the raising of the 
dam would not hurt the quality of tho 
water. 

Evidence In Rebuttal 

It was urged that as the raising 
meant the Hooding of additional land, 
there would lie a greater .area some- 
times Hooded and sometimes dry. 
This alternating, It was claimed, pro- 
moted decay of vegetable matter and 
the entrance into the water of dele- 
terious substances. To this Mr. Bod- 
well replied that there was now some 
200 acres in tills condition and the 
water supply remained all that could 
be desired. If the lake were raised 
this land would be permanently sub- 
merged, and while additional land | 
would be in the same condition, yet j 
owing to the proposed arrangements 
the level of the lake would vary much 
less than heretofore with the result 
that the quality of the water would, 1 
if anything, be improved. 

The discussion continued all the ' 
afternoon and during Its course a let- 
ter was read from Mr. Carmlchaol, 
tho. provincial assayer, to the effect 
that in his judgment decaying vege- 
table matter was injurious to the 
health of those drinking water thus 
contaminated. It was asserted by the 
company's engineers that the ex- 
aminations recently made of the 
foundations for the dam proved con- 
clusively that the dam would he safe. 
On the other hand, the objectors in- 
sisted that there was not sufficient 
data at hand to justify the council to 
coming to any such conclusion. 

The ministers present were Premier 
McBridc, Hon. W. J. Bowser, Hon. Dr. 
Young, Hon. F. L. Carter-Cotton, pre- 
sident of the council, who was in the 
chair; Hon. F. J. Fulton, Hon. Thomas 
Taylor, 

Coqultlam was represented by ex- 
Reeve Ralph Booth, Matthew "Mar- 
shall, W. It. Austin, F. F. It. Braehe, 
and J. R. Grant, solicitor. From Now 
Westminster then; were Aldermen 
Adams, Gruy and Harley; city solicit-

Leaving a letter in which ho 
ascribed his desiro to end his exist- 
ence to tho fact that he was being 
pressed lor a board bill of $4, David 
A. Connon, for the past four years a 
barber in the city, committed suicide 
yesterday morning. Sometime between 
7.15 and 7.45 o'clock, be drowned him- 
self In the lake at Beacon Hill park. 
Tho suicide must have been determined 
In his intention for though the water 
In the lake is hardly more than four 
feet in depth be accomplished Ills 
purpose, 

From the wording of tho lotter 
which Connon left he must have been 
In a state of temporary Insanity 
brought on by excessive drinking. For 
some time he had been out of any 
steady employment. Ho has been 
working in several of tho local bar- 
ber shops whenever he could secure 
employment but of lute has been 
drinking hard and working only in an 
intermittent manner. 

Left Parting Messages. 
Yesterday morning at 7.15 o'clock 
Connon went to the Dominion hotel 
and handing two letters and a pocket 
book to J. A. Faber, night clerk, asked 
that they be delivered. One letter was 
addressed to the editor of a local paper 
and the other to George F. Woods, 
barber, Douglas street. Connon, Mr. 
Faber noticed, was nervous and in a 
great hurry. He did not stay at the 
hotel more than a minute or two. Ho 
must have then hurried straight to 
Beacon Hill park. Depositing his coat, 
hat and umbrella on the bank of the 
lake he walked into the water a dis- 
tance of about fifteen feet and deliber- 
ately drowned himself. About twenty 
minutes to S o'clock Robert Pinkey, 
an employee at the park, was passing 
the lake on his way to work when be 
noticed an object in the water which 
on investigation proved to be Con- 
non's body. The presence of the body 
and the. coat, hat and umbrella on tho 
bank convinced Pinkey that the man 
had suicided. He ran to the residence 
of Mrs. Chungranes nearby and Mrs. 
Chungranes after taking a look at the 
body notified the police. Constables 
Harper and Duncan went to the park 
and by means of a boat dragged tho 
body ashore. Connon had evidently 
contemplated suicide for some time 
before he did away with himself. In 
his room at the Clarence hotel, where 
he had been staying since January 2, 
he had carefully packed his effects in 
his trunk which was locked and roped. 
A number cf letters und papers had 
been torn up. 

During his three months stay at the 
Clarence hotel Connon showed no 
signs of insanity. He always con- 
ducted himself in a quiet manner. He 
was reserved In manner and appeared 
to have but few friends. Ho was a 
member of the local barber's union, his 
card being found In the pocketbook 
which he left with Mr. Faber. The 
pocketbook, one issued by the Great 
West Permanent Loan & Savings 
company, contained a pass book which 
showed that he had a smaJl amount 
to his credit. 

Connon was a Scotsman by birtli 
coming to Victoria about four years 
ago from Aberdeen. He had no "rela- 
tives in this country. The letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Woods Is held by the 
police and will be read at the inquest 
which will be held this afternoon ut 
3 o'clock. The body is lying at Smith's 
undertaking establishment. 

B. C. AP PLE'S P OPULAR 

Liout. Hallett's Observations in Lon- 
don—Provincial Fruit Brings 
Big Prices 

Lieut. Hallett, R. N., of Procter, who 
lias recently returned from a trip to 
the Old Country, gave a representative 
of the Nelson News particulars of the 
high opinion which Is held of British 
Columbia apples in England. Mr. 
Hallett studied the question thor- 
oughly while In London and made a 
speelnl point of interviewing both the 
large Covont Garden wholesalers and 
commission agents and the retailers 
In tho fruit shops In different parts of 
the metropolis. He heard golden opin- 
ions expressed in every quarter of the 
fruit from the province generally and 
found that the Kootenay product was 
well known and considered as being of 
first-class quality. British Columbia 
cooking apples were retailed at three 
peneo each, Baldwins and Jonathans 
cost four pence each and Spitzenber- 
gens were.. sold at six pence each. 
These were prices actually paid by 
Lieut. Hallett, who mentioned these 
prices as an Instance of the demand 
that existed for the fruit from this 
province in tho Old Country. All this 
fruit was In first-class condition and 
showed no ill results from its Journey 
of nearly 0,000 miles. 

Covont Garden dealers informed him 
that there was a large and Increasing 
demand for certain varieties of apples, 
Cox's Orange Pippin, the Yellow New- 
ton Pippin, the Jonathan, and a 
scarce but remarkably good cooking 
variety known as tho Wellington. 
With regard to tho Gravenstein, Mr. 
Hallett told that this apple had to he 
grown in competition as to keeping 
qualities with Nova Scotia, but the 
general opinion expressed was that, 
I judging from tho Gravensteins al- 
ready received from British Colum- 
bia, tho province was quite ablo to 
cope with the product of tho Maritime 
Province. 

Lieut. Hallett took with him some 
specimens of Cox's Orange Pippins 
grown on his ranch at Procter, and 
there could be no better proof of tho 
admiration which these apples aroused 
In England than tho fact that Rivers 
& Co., from whom Mr. Hallett pur- 
chased his trees asked him to ship 
them a box in order that the fruit 
might be exhibited and so used ns an 
advertisement for their trees, and. In- 
cidentally, for British Columbia, 

Mr. Hallett concluded that he was 
immensely gratified to find that the 
interest that was being shown in Brit- 
ish Columbia, Its splendid fruit lands 
and their produce was becoming In- 
creasingly apparent In England.

HERE AND THERE 



A feeling has gradually been grow- 
ing up among those who liavo the di- 
rection of the education of children 
that the graded school has outlived 
Its usefulness. Such educators says 
that It is Impossible to make wise 
men and women from children who 
a>ro forced to learn the same lessons 
at the same time In large classes. 
Children, they say, are different, and 
each should be treuted in a different 
way. 

The latest and most extreme advo- 
cate of the doctrine or individuality in 
teaching is Mr. Harold E. Gorst, an 
Englishman who has delivered an a.<i- 
dress in New York, that has set tho 
educational world talking. Mr. Gorst 
Is to speak in Toronto so we will 
doubtless know, before long, more of 
his theories and plasis. 

This visitor from over seas does not 
even grant that we are right when 
we act upon the principle that every 
child has ai right to a certain amount 
of elementary knowledge and that af- 
ter that he might be allowed a choice 
of subjects. (Jn the. contrary, he would 
fust take means to And out what the 
child could do best and then allow 
him with as little Interference as pos- 
sible with his freedom of mind or 
body, to devote his whole attention 
to IS. 

Por this purpose he would estab- 
lish specialising schools, one for schol- 
arship and Bolentilic research, one for 
engineering and other mechanical pur- 
suits, one for art and decoration, one 
for agriculture, one for industry, com- 
merce and finance and others, it ne- 
cessary. In schools, as they are con- 
ducted, Mr. Gorst believes that in the 
attempt to achieve an impossible uni- 
formity the individuality is crushed 
out of the child and the result Is that 
there are few men of genius or of 
high attainments. Difficult as are the 
plans which Mr. Gorst outlines, ex- 
periments in this direction are boint 
tried in Munich, Germany, which are 
proving successful. 

Mr. Gorst Is spoken of as a scien- 
tific reasoner whose arguments are 
very hard to refute. 

Nearly live generations of men and 
women have' lived and died since the 
British Hag first floated from the cita- 
del of Quebec. For llfty years before, 
England held undisputed possession of 
Acada, although in that stormy time, 
when war seemed the almost constant 
state of the nations of the world, but 
little progress In settlement was made 
In what we now call the Maritime 
Provinces. With the opening of the 
nineteenth century, however, Great 
Britain seems to have realized that 
Canada, with its rich soil and im- 
mense area, offered a prosperous home 
for those who were suffering from 
want In the old land. From the is- 
lands and moorlands of Scotland came 
hardy crofters and fishermen, with 
here and there the adventurous son of 
a chieftain, who was ready to ex- 
change an empty title and barren 
acres for a home In the new world. 

Farmers from the Lothians and the 
more southern counties of England 
were ready to take passage for a col- 
ony where good land was to be had 
for tho taking. Irish peasants sought 
a refuge from strife and from famine 
in a world where landlords were un- 
known and where crops thrive In the 
wholesome soil. Gentlemen, soldiers, 
merchants followed where adventure 
or the anticipation of profit led. Me- 
chanics, in smaller numbers, arrived 
as need for their services arose among 
a people who at first were sufficient 
unto themselves. 

How slowly, it would seem to men 
of this century, the little clearings 
grew. A generation was almost laid 
to rest before the plough took the 
place of the . spade and the hoe, and 
lisping children had grown to white- 
haired grandsires ere the axe had 
done its work and the farm was com- 
plete. Meanwhile, on lake side and 
river bank the little towns had been 
founded, which have since grown little 
by little into cities. 

But the farming, population grew 
apace. Into the little log cabins came 
merry little children and as they 
grew to manhood and womanhood, 
larger houses were built. As the axes 
rang in the woods, farm was added to 
farm. But build and work as they 
would, there were always some who 
found the settlement too narrow a 
sphere. Many sought an easier and 
more varied life in the cities of the 
United States. Others commenced 
new settlements in remote districts. 
Not a few followed the fur traders to 
the shores of the Arctic or Pacific 
ocean. Step by step, and year after 
year, they spread over the land. At 
Intervals fresh bands of immigrants 
arrived, English, Irish and Scotch, as 
before, with, at rare intervals, a Ger- 
man family. Among the furtraders 
were the descendants of the French 
Coureurs Du Bois and these mingled 
with the Selkirk 'settlers to form the 
first settlements of the prairie. 

Gradually the news of the riches of 
this great expanse spreud abroad in 
the world nnd as soon as ,the railroad 
across the continent was finished, Eur- 
ope began to send Into it people of 
alien races and foreign tongues. These 
Canada welcomed, Bor did she not 
need strong hands to build the rail- 
roads, to dig the canals and to reap 
her harves'.sV The mines of the west 
drew a population from the mining 
districts of Great Britain and Europe. 
But what need to say more? The 
story of tlw growth of population is 
told in every newspaper. We read of 
thousands, many of them descendants 
of Canadian pioneers, coming north 
to make thsir homes on the foothills 
of Alberta, or on the rolling prairies 
of Saskatchewan: In our own prov- 
ince the foreign element from Europe 
has not yi't made itself felt and the 
presence cf the Oriental, unwelcome 
though tb«y may be, Is a sight to 
which we have grown accustomed. 

Nor hare we here that saddest of 
all tasks, that of educating and ele- 
vating the degenerate sons and daugh- 
ters of England, those who for genera- 
tions hat e been robbed of strength 
and healfh and virtue in the stifling 
slums of great cities. 

Here, in city and country alike, we 
are In the muss, children of the em- 
pire, not large, but stalwart, intelli- 
gent and progressive, containing a 
lurger proportion of British born 
than any other Canadian province. 

From tvhat has been said It will be 
seen that the warp, at least, of the 
future Canadian nation consists of 
the descendants of British pioneers. 
Quebec is an exception. Yet, jealous 
as tho people are of their ancient 
speech, they have descended from men 
who have fought to drive the invader 
from Canadian soli and they have 
shown that they love the Hag that as- 
sures '.hem of freedom nnd of liberty 
of conscience. 

♦ * * 

In this brief and very Imperfect re- 
view of growth of the Canadian 



I population, it will be seen that the 
/ energies of the people have been de- 
voted to the work of making Canada, 
from Ihe Atlantic to the Pacific, fit to 
be the home of a nation. With but u 
brief Interval this work litis gone on 
unchecked. Almost a hundred years 
ago tho scattered bands or pioneers 
were nailed to defend their homes and 
nobly they answered to the call. The 
Invaders were driven back, defeated 
by men who had never before used 
their muskets except to provide their 
families with food. But, though on 
the Niagara frontiers, stories of the 
war of ■ 1S12 still stir the blood of the 
descendants Of the men who fought 
with Brock, or were saved by the hero- 
ism of Laura Secord, It may almost 
be said that Canadians of this genera- 
tion have no memories connected with 
Their cwn country except peaceful 
ones. 

. Nor is It greatly different with, those 
great conflicts in which England has 
taken purl. With the exception of the 
South African War, they have gone on 
apart from us and we have tilled our 
fields and felled our trees, thinking 
but little of the harvest of the dead 
gathered In India or the Crimea, or 
wherever else brave men fought be- 
neath the British flag. 

But in this twentieth century the 
world has become smaller. The 

Mother Country Is very near to her 
children, wherever they are scattered. 
Canada herself has grown to the es- 
tate of a nation. She claims to have 
a right to say who shall land on her 
shores and wl o must stay away. She 
is not satisfied that Great Britain 
shall, without her consent, decide 
whether to her or to her neighbor be- 
longs a loot of land or, a stream of 
water. She will buy and sell where 
she pleases, let who will he offended. 

Meanwhile her grain fields, her for- 
ests, her mines, and her fisheries have 
become vastly more valuable. Her 
railways and other public works rival 
those of many oltfer nations and her 
cities are great treasure houses where 
are stored goods from all lands. 

Yet it cannot be said that the people 
of Canada have ever seriously con- 
sidered whether or not it was possible 
that they might be called upon to 
defend this Inheritance upon which 
they have entered and . which It must 
not be forgotten was won for them by 
the swords of Englishmen. Hitherto 
no nation has coveted our country. 
Our own province, Indeed, might now 
be a part of the United States of Eng- 
land's arms were not ready to enforce 
justice. 13 n t there Is, perhaps, no 
danger that ever again, from a country 
bound to us by ties of blood and in- 
terest will there come a demand for 
war. Yet have we any assurance that 
other nations will refrain from taking, 
if they can, so rich a prize? 
1 Are we content that Great Britain 
shall bear the burden of defending 
our own shores ' from a possible in- 
vader? Nay, are we willing that our 
protector shall meet her enemies un- 
aided by us? It may be said that 
these are questions" with which women 
have nothing to doj They have no part 
in making the laws/or in voting money 
for battleships large or small. 

| In the old days the- women dlel not 
forge the weapons which knights 
wielded, but they buckled on their 
armor and embroidered their banners. 
They gave their love to the brave and 
the true and despised the falterer or 
the coward. They taught their sons 
to love their country and sent them 

I forth to fight and If need be die for it. 
Yet in these days and ever since 
women have been the greatest suffer- 
ers from the miseries of war. An- 
xiety and grief and want still have 
been Unrelieved by the excitement of 
conflict. And today It will be women 
that must bear the most if Canada 
undertakes the burden of her own 
defence, whether by land or by sea. 
Armies and battleships In time of 
peace cost much money. To provide 

' that money we must give up many 
luxuries, perhaps some comforts. In 
all these years we and ours have taken 
from the country all, will we be willing 
to give back part'.' But the money, 
much a:.' most of us love It, is as 
nothing to other sacrifices we must 
make. We must be willing to sec our 
children trained to be soldiers. We 
must be ready to part with them If 
duty calls them to the field of battle 
or the deck of the battleship. Such 
sacrifices women of every country in 
Europe are ready to make, whether 
willingly or not, at any moment. Tho 
people of our sister colonics, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand, have entered 
upon the work of self-defence. Ought 

I Canada to undertake a like burden? 
While this question will not be left 

! for women to decide it will be theirs 
to determine very largely In what 

'spirit the work shall be done. More 

| important still It is the duty of the 
present generation of Canadian women 
to teach boys and girls to be true 
and strong, brave and just. To enter 
lightly upon no quarrel, to defend the 
weak, to be sure of the right and to 
follow Its path no matter where it 
will lead or what dangers and diffi- 
culties be in its path. With such men 
and women tin' future of Canada will 
be safe. 

| While Canadian women may with- 
out blame shrink from the horrors of 
modern warefare, while they may 
work" in all ways for tho cause of 
peace, no considerations of self-in- 
terest, no shallow selfishness should 
prevent them from lending their in- 
fluence to the carrying out or what 
| they see to he the duty of the' people 
i of what we have come to look upon as 
our country.

OF INTEREST TO WOMEN 



The Lord of Klenast castle In Prus- 
sia, so tho legend runs, had a lovely 
daughter, Cunigunda, who was a hard- 
hearted damsel. She vowed to accept 
110 man as her suitor who could not 
ride round the top of the outer wall 
of her father's castle. Kienast castle 
is perched on a rock isolated from the 
body of the mountains and Its walls 
rise from the brink of nearly perpen- 
dicular precipices. Cunigunda had 
many lovers, but after her startling 
decision the greater number discreetly 
withdrew ami the few more daring 
spirits who attempted the feat were 
dashed to pieces In the abyss. One 
day a knight came to Kienast Whose 
presence and manners interested Cuni- 
gunda to much that she repented of 
her vow and, when he insisted on 
carrying out the daring ride, she beg- 
ged him to desist. He refused, and, to 
her great joy, performed the exploit 
safely, btit as lair lover dismounted 
and she rushed forward to throw her- 
self into his arms he gave her a sound 
box on the ears 'anel, leaping on his 
horse,, left her forevor. The some- 
what cavalier knight was the Band- 
grave Albert of Thuringin, who, in 
order to punish Cunigunda for her 
cruelty, had previously practised his 
steed In this dangerous exercise. 

The Philippine Women's Club, the 
first of its kind in the Philippines, is 
.straggling to supplement Its work of 
supplying sterilized milk to sickly, ill 
fed Infants by establishing a small 
maternity hospital and n training class 
for maternity nurses. This club was 
duo to a suggestion from Miss Con- 
ception Felix, who was at the time a 
student of law, and who In the course 
of iter, studies became interested in 
the woman movement In the western 
countries. This was In the summer of 
l'JOD. and Miss Felix's suggestion was 
so enthusiastically received that a club 
with a membership or several hundred 
native women was quickly formed. 
Having determined to establish a cen- 
tre for the distribution of pure milk, 
the club gave a garden party in the 
palace grounds ror the purpose of rais- 
ing the necessary funds. More than 
$2,500 was cleared at this entertain- 
ment and the sterilizing apparatus was 
imported from Paris. A building was 
contributed by Dr. Doherty and the 
work began under the personal super- 
vision of a number of well known 
Filipino physicians. At present the 
number of children cared for is be- 
tween fifty and nevent.v-fi.ve. The 
sterilizing department Is said to be a 
little model or Its kind. 

Bast year, according to the report 
of the Royal Society for the Protec- 
tion of Birds, was memorable In the 
history of bird protection as the first 
in which an effort was made to check 
the wholesale destruction of birds for 
millinery by means of direct and com- 
prehensive legislation. More or less 
effective laws prohibiting the killing of 
certain birds, nnd the export of skins 
and plumage, exist In various British 
colonies and dependencies; but up to 
the present time no support has been 
given to these laws by the Import reg- 
ulations of the mother country, and 
London has remained the dumping- 
ground of an alien trade employed in 
the destruction of beautiful bird-life 
throughout the world.

Victoria Country Club Decides 
to Arrange Two Months* 
Horse Racing 



AGREEMENT WITH CITY 



City Council Expected to Guar- 
antee Necessary Expense 
For Policing Jracl< ■ " 



That there will be a sixty-day race 
meet held here this summer under the 
auspices of the Victoria Country Club 
''" has been definitely decided. There 
has beeu some doubt as to whether 
j the' event would be conllned to a 
month or extended over double that 
period. The point, however, has been 
finally disposed of, notice to that ef- 
fect having been given last night. 

When the races will start Is another 
question over which there has not been 
any conclusion reached up to date. The 
matter has been discussed but noth- 
ing has been done yet. It Is expected 
that it will come up for settlement 
at a meeting of the Victoria Country 
club to be held this evening. 

License Discussed. 

Yesterday afternoon a conference 
took place between representatives of 
the City Council, the Oak Bay council 
and the Country club. It was called 
to consider the action of the adjoining 
municipality in drafting a by-law Im- 
posing a license on horse races and 
other attractions held on the grounds 
of the B. C. Agricultural association, 
which are within the confines of that 
district. 

The Oak Bay representatives ex- 
plained why they demand it their duly 
to pursue this course. It was to pro- 
tect the ratepayers by whom they were 
elected. They pointed out that they 
would not be warranted in expend- 
ing from their general revenuo the 
amount that would be required to po- 
lice the race track during the progress 
of the contemplated races or any 
other meet. Nor would they be 
justified, they argued, in shouldering 
the responsibility of prosecuting any 
criminal cases, from their own funds, 
which might result through the con- 
duct of such an ovent within their dis- 
trict. Therefore to provide a revenuo 
to meet this prospective outlay they 
proposed to tax those who intended 
doing that which would render it nec- 
essary. 

In reply the city delegates showed 
how It would effect Victoria. The lat- 
ter corporation owned the property on 
which the race track was situated. 
Under the auspices of the British Co- 
lumbia Agricultural association, the 
organization controlling- the holdings 
In behalf of the citizens, an exhibi- 
tion wns held annually for the bene- 
fit of the entire province, and Vancou- 
ver Island in particular, at whichhor.se 
. races took place. Therefore Oak Bay, 
In taking this action, while the justice 
of their position was acknowledged, 
was hitting at the city. The situation 
wasn't the same in the case of the 
forthcoming meet because the Victoria 
Country club was an Independent body. 
Agreement Reached. 

The position of the municipality, the 
city of Victoria and the Country club 
being made clear, the Oak Bay author- 
ities were asked whether they would 
consent to withhold the proposed li- 
cense were the city to guarantee to 
reimburse them for any expenditure 
incurred In policing the track or in 
carrying on possible prosecutions. 

After giving the proposition consid- 
eration an affirmative reply was 
given, such an agreement to be form- 
ally drafted and endorsed by the City 
Council. 

! The matter will be placed before 
the civic fathers at an early date and 
It Is believed that It will be ratified 
by them without hesitation, thus per- 
mitting the arrangement for the sum- 
mer's sport to be proceeded with with- 
out the prospect of this further and 
somewhat unexpected financial burden.

World's Champion Professional Sculler 
Wants To Race Durnan 

Richard Arnst of New Zealand, the 
world's champion professional sculler, 
Is coming to the United States next 
May in the hope of completing ar- 
rangements for a race for the cham- 
pionship with Eddie Durnan, the Can- 
adian professional sculler. 

In a letter to a friend in Toronto, 
written from Auckland, N.i2., Arnst 
stated that he will leave Akaroa, N.Z., 
Immediately after Easter Monday and 
will come to the United States on his 
way. to England, where he will row in 
the big professional handicap In July, 
and where he will meet Ernest Barry, 
an English sculler, for the world's 
title some time in September. 

Arnst, in his letter, states that at 
present he is engaged in coaching 
Fogwell, a promising New Zealand 
sculler, for a match race on Easter 
Monday, and that immediately after 
that race he will start on his long 
journey. Arnst says Durnan has of- 
fered to row for $2,500 a side, and has 
agreed to allow Arnst $1,000 for ex- 
penses. He believes his race with 
Durnan will be at Toronto, but says 
personally he is in favor of selecting 
the course that would yield the largest 
revenue. 

"Of course, I should much prefer to 
row In my home water," Arnst adds, 
"but I can see where this is hardly 
practicable, and I have sufficient con- 
fidence in my own ability to meet 
both Durnan and Bnrry over courses 
In their own countries, with which 
they are perfectly familiar."

V. Roller, the Seattle physi- 
cian-wrestler, defeated HJalmar Bun- 
din, champion of Sweden, in two 
straight falls at the Seattle theatre 
last night. At no time during the 
match was Roller in amy particular 
danger of being pinned to the. canvas. 
He won the first fall after thirty- 
eight minutes of tussling and tugging 
and captured the second fall ir 
twenty-two minutes. Ernest Claxton 
formerly of the Olympic club, of San 
Francisco, officiated a« referee. Til 
match was witnessed by 1,200 specta- 
tors. 

Lundln appeared to have the ad 
vantage in weight when tlie men 
stripped for action. Roller was lithe 
and clean cut in comparison with his 
Scandinavian opponent, who appeared 
to carry considerable unnecessary 
poundage in the stomach section. 

When the wrestlers came together 
they tugged and exchanged friendly 
slaps for a. few minutes when Lundin 
grappled and essayed an arm roll, but 
Roller alighted on top. After working 
on the mat for about five minutes, 
Lundln utilized his strength and gave 
Roller tlie canvas resting place, but 
without endangering the local man's 
chances. 

A minute later Roller reversed the 
situation and caused the Swedish 
champion to study the mat. After 
twenty-one minutes of wrestling, 
punctuated with some clever defensive 
work by Lundln, Roller doing nearly 
all of the aggressive work, the local 
favorite obtained a scissors hold with 
a sort of bar lock. It looked bad for 
Lundln, but the Scandinavian finally 
disposed of the scissors and wriggled 
out. Then he grinned. In fact, 
throughout the match the Swedish 
grappler smiled most every time lie 
was forced into a tight place — and 
escaped. The end of the first bout 
came when Dr. Roller secured a half- 
Nelson with his leg and after shifting 
the hold into something that "not even 
Referee could decipher, pinned Lun- 
dln's shoulders to the floor. 

In the second bout Roller obtained 
a scissors hold on his opponent's head, 
coupled with an imperfect hammer- 
lock, after five minutes of work, and 
the contest came near ending at this 
juncture. But Lundln wriggled out 
once more — and smiled. 

While both men were working on 
their feet, Roller showed some of his 
real speed and dropped the foreigner 
with a dull thud by means of a well- 
executed piece of tripping. When the 
principals came to their feet again 
they indulged in some playful boxing 
stunts for W minute or more when 
Roller suddenly dived for Lundln's 
legs and dropped him. 

A few minutes later the local man 
gained a scissors around Lundln's 
waist and a half- Nelson, but Lundln's

A California Pigeon Farm. 

What Is said by the owners to je the 
largest pigeon farm In tlie world is at 
Bos Angeles, Cal. There are cotes for 
more than 100.000 of the birds and every 
nest is oeeapled, with numbers of the 
birds roosting on outbuildings and in 
temporary nesting places. The birds 
oat two tons of wheat each day, says 
the Technical World, with large quan- 
tities of green stuff and other foods of 
which a regular account is not kept, as 
it is obtained from surrounding farms 
in exchange for fertilizer from the pi- 
geon ranch. When the. birds are dis- 
turbed at their eating they rise from the 
ground in huge white clouds spotted 
hero and there with patches of blue 
and rufous coated pigeons. Of late 
years the colored jirds have been grad- 
ually weeded out. until now the popu- 
lation of tlie place Is practically all 
made up of snow white birds. In the 
nesting season, when the cotes are full 
of young and eggs, the pigeons . slay 
close around tlie farm, but at other 
times of the year they gather In great 
white clouds over Griffith Park. the 
largest city park In the world. At 
feeding lime they fly about the three 
men constantly employed to care for 
them, settling on their shoulders, heads 
and arms, even' trying to got Into the 
feed sacks from which the wheat Is 
thrown in great scoopfuls. 

The product of the farm, Bquahs, 
young birds, and adults, goes entirely 
to tlie large hotels of Los Angeles and 
surrounding resorts.

MANCHURIA ENCOUNTERED

Seismic Disturbance Experienced At

After experiencing a heavy sub- 
marine earthquake on March 14, tho 
Pacific Mail liner Manchuria has ar- 
rived at San Franei-sco, no worse for 
the temblor beneath the waves. The 
shock occurred during the night, when 
tho vessel was 172 miles eastward of 
Yokohama. Those who wen; awake at 
the time experienced a sinking senst- 
tlon and then the ship lilt the oncom- 
ing waves with a heavy crash, throw- 
ing many of the passengers from their 
berths. 

There was a small panic, following 
tlie shock, but all were reassured by 
officers when it was found that the 
ship had not struck. An examination 
of the propeller showed it intact and 
soundings showed the usual depths.

ON BREAKING BAR 



Steamer Willapa Crossing Out From 
Hoquiam Loses 200,000 Feet of 
Lumber During Gale 



The steamer Willapa, which at- 
tempted to cross tho bar at Hoquiam 
on Monday during a gale, lost, her deck 
load of 200,000 feet of lumber and was 
nearly wrecked. The load was quickly 
cut away and the steamer put back 
to tho city, where she will be survey- 
ed and reloaded. 

The sea was running high as the 
Vessel started out, and when well out 
Capt. Johnson began to realize his 
danger. He did not dare to turn, but 
kept on. Suddenly the deck load be- 
gan to shift, tho chains breaking, and 
and large sea threw a portion of It 
into tho sea. Orders wore given to 
clear the wreckage, which saved the 
vessel. The wind was blowing about 
sixty-live miles an hour at the time. 

Notice was issued yesterday by the 
Department of Marino and Fisheries 
that the light on LowIh Rock, Paynes 
Channel, Is out and will remain so 
until tlie necessary repairs are made.

place of the west coast steamer, .Will 
return to tho Queen Charlotte islands 
and northern British Columbia trade. 
The Tees will leave tonight, going to 
Clayoquot and way ports. Commenc- 
ing with this sailing. there will be four 
trips per month to west coast ports 
instead of three.. On tho 1st and 14th 
the steumcr will go to Clayoquot and 
way ports and on the 7th and 20th to 
Quatsino and way ports.] The call at 
Capo Scott has. been abandoned. This

SNOHOMISH RESCUES 

ANNIEJVl. CAMPBELL 

New Life-saving Tug Used With Good 
Effect to Prevent Damage to 
Coasting Schooner 

Availing herself of the first opportu- 
nity ever presented to make practical 
demonstration of her efficiency in tho 
line for which she was built, the Unit- 
ed States life saving tug Snohomish, 
which arrived at Port Townsend, Sun- 
day, gave prompt aid on Monday to a 
vessel which was in dire distress and 
threatened with annihilation through 
prevailing conditions. 

Early in the morning tlie schooner 
Annie M. Campbell arrived Inward and 
dropped anchor. Soon after dawn, a 
sharp southeast scpiall sprung up and 
made the craft drag anchor. She con- 
tinued to drug until in imminent peril 
of piling ui) on the Tyler street dock, 
used as a mooring place by the rev- 
enue cutter service and army tenders, 
and then the (lag of distress was hoist- 
ed. The Snohomish immediately raised 
anchor, and, steaming to a favorable 
position, shot a lino across the bow- 
sprit of the schooner. Before it was 
made fast and hauled in with tiie haw- 
ser attached, the waiting cutter had 
drifted around to port, thus fouling the 
line. Capt. Levis was equal to the 
emergency, however, and promptly 
Bred another line from the opposite 
side, when the towing hawser was tak- 
en aboard and the Campbell quickly 
hauled to a place of safety.

SAYS GUGGENHrZIMS WILL 
HAV E JAPA NESE LINE 

Report Circulated That Steamships 
Under Japanese Register Will Be 
Used From Alaska 



A story of a fleet of steamers to be 
operated under the Jupanese flag by 
the Guggenheim-Morgan syndicate in 
connection with the copper and coal 
mines of the company on this coast is 
telegraphed from Seattle. The dis- 
patch says: It is said to be the plan 
to bring around the Horn vessels re- 
cently turned over to the stockholders 
of the Meseba Iron Mines by James 
J. Hill, of the Great Northern railway. 
These bottoms are to be placed under 
Japanese register, and operated in 
connection with the Nippon Yusen 
Kalsha line to transport- from Alaska 
the thousands of tons of copper mat- 
to and the almost limitless amount 
of high grade anthracite and bitumin- 
ous coal owned by the syndicate, to 
Puget Sound. 



STEAMERS ARE BEING 
WORKED AT VANCOUVER 

'Longshoremen's Strike Is Not Prevent- 
ing Vessels From Handling 
Their Cargoes 

Tho Longshoremen's strike has not 
affected Victoria In any way. Although 
tho longshoremen are still out on strike 
at Vancouver work is proceeding on 
the steamers Clan MacFarlane, Oanfa 
and Monteaglo and during Monday 
night the San Francisco steamer Uma- 
tilla was discharged and loaded. The 
Clan MacFarlane which is docked at 
the sugar refinery has two gangs work- 
ing and with the aid of the Lascar 
crow the sugar Is coming out in good 
time. On the Blue Funnel liner Oanfa 
the Chinese firemen are working in 
the hold with the engineers driving the 
winches and with tho aid of a long- 
shore gang which was got together the 
vessel's cargo is being discharged. Both 
these vessels were working yesterday 
and the Monteagle started loading at 
1 o'clock yesterday. On this latter 
steamer the work Is being done by the 
Chinese crew and a permit has been 
obtained from the customs to work the 
Chinese on the dock if necessary. 

As regards the strikers a good many 
of tho old hands are of tho opinion 
that their action was too hasty and it 
Is probublo that a number of them will 
return to work today. A deputation 
waited on Captain Amesbury yester- 
day and admitted that they had been 
a little precipitate In ceasing work 
without notice. It was pointed out to 
them that as tho stevedoring company 
has contracts with shipowners in va- 
rious parts of the world any advance 
In wages cannot be given until those 
owners have, been consulted. The ac- 
tion which will probably be taken by 
the men will bo to return to work and 
send in a formal demand for an ad- 
vance. Since tho delegation no commu 
ideation "has' boon "received, itfrolrf 



strikers by the' Victoria and Vancou- 
ver Stevedoring company. The Ken- 
nle Stevedoring company, which looks 
after tho Georgia and the Mexican 
boats has not yet started loading the 
thousand tons of wheat which Is on 
the dock for the Georgia. 

Captain Riley, of the steamer Uma- 
tilla, when Informed of the strike de- 
clared his determination of getting men 
from somewhere. 

"You charter a hnck," ho said to a 
stevedoring official "and I'll go and 
rustle Bomo men." 

A hack was secured the Irishman 
jumped In accompanied by a long- 
shoreman who knew wore the strik- 
ers, were meeting. Riley burst into 
the meeting and asked for some men 
to work his ship. 

"I'll make no terms respecting higher 
Pay but I want you men to get my 
ship away on the old scale and you 
can send in your demand for more 
money," exclaimed the skipper. 

"We never change our minds," re- 
plied one longshoreman. 

"Well, all 1 can say is that wise men 
sometimes change their minds but fools 
never do," was the captain's comment 
as he climbed into the hack and re- 
turned to tho wharf. 

With tho aid of the Umatilla crew 
a gang was got together and the cargo 
discharged and 75 tons loaded and tho 
vessel left yesterday morning at 
o'clock for Sound ports. 

OIL SAVED THE - 

CLAN MACFARLANE 

Two Hundred Gallons Used to Smooth 
Waves During Storm Encount- 
ered by Sugar Steamer. 

The officers of the British, steamer 
Clan MacFarlane are absolutely con- 
vinced of the advantages -of oil on a 
rough sen, and on the voyage which 
the vessel' has. just completed with 
sugar from .Mauritius It was demon- 
strated beyond doubt that the spread- 
ing of oil around a vessel eases her 
behavior wonderfully. The Clan 
MacFarlane was for three days run- 
ning before a howling gale, and dur- 
ing that time 200 gallons of. oil were 
used: It had V wonderful effect, .and 
the officers believe it saved the vessel 
from loss. 

At one' period it .seemed as if noth- 
ing could prevent the steamer -broach: 
ing to, for a sea found its way into 
the stokehold and partially put the 
fires out. T-he Lascar firemen im- 
mediately quit work and commenced 
to pray,, and the engineers had to 
jump down Into the stokehold and 
keep the fire up themselves, working 
up to their knees in water. 

The Clan MacFarlane will load lum- 
ber at Portland for China, possibly 
Taku Bar, to which point the steamer 
ICish sailed from Hastings mill on 
March 12.

The Seattle Post- Intelligencer 
says: Through the efforts of the 
Tacoma chamber of commerce the 
Canadian Pacific steamers operated 
out of Seattle to British Columbia 
points will hereafter leave Seattle in 
the morning at an hour which will 
enable Tacoma travelers and passen- 
gers from Southwestern Washington 
generally to make connections by 
leaving Tacoma on the early morning 
steamiers, or by Interurban trains.
